SUICIDE. 


ter Takes Strychnine t 
| Banish Sorrow. 

E. 8. Bailey, a carpenter, took a dose of 
strychnine yesterday evening, on Laurel 
street, near Main, in the Morris Vineyard 
tract, from the effects of which he died in 
less than half an hour. The particulars 
of the affair, as gathered on the spot by a 


Imes reporter, are as follows: Bailey 
was inthe habit of drinking heavily at 
times, and during a spree, some two 
weeks ago, ehot at his wife and daughter, 
who resided with bim on Walnut 
avenue, near the extension of Los An- 
geles street. Being in fear of him, they 
left the house and went to stay with the 
family of Horace Locke, a carpenter, of 
23 Laurel street. Since that time Bailey 
has been drinking a good deal, and the 
separation apparently weighed heavily on 
his mind. Yesterday evening, a 
little after 6 o’clock, he went in 
his buggy to the residence of Mr. Locke, 
and what took place there could not be 
ascertained from the latter gentleman, as 
he was too agitated almost for utterance, 
but it is known that he said to him 
**‘Good-bys.’’ As he said the words, he 
swallowed some stuff that was in a vial, 
and got out of the buggy. Mr. Locke 
tried to get him to sit on the porch, but 
Bailey could not be induced to leave the 
step in front of the house. Dr. C. E. 
Kuster, who has a drug store almost 
opposite, was immediately called and 
found upon his arrival that Bailey was 
suffering from strong spasms and con- 
vulsions, evidently caused by strychnial 
poisoning. Bailey was at once removed 
to the drug store and the doctor fetched 
a stomach pump, but Bailey strongly 
objected to its use, saying that he wanted 
todie. The pump was finally used and 
the stomach relieved of its contents, but 
[the man died in less than ten minutes 
afterwards. When the Times reporter 
saw the deceased, shortly after his death, 
the body was sitting up straight in achair 
in the back office of the drug store, and 
the deceased appeared asleep. He was in 
his shirt-sleeves, and had a badge of the 
Knights of-Honor pinned to his vest. The 
face was a strongly accentuated one, indi- 
cating about 45 years of age, and it was 
closely shaven, exceptfor a long, fair
